Suspect still on the run after gunfire outside Tim Hortons

Halifax Regional Police say 
they took a half dozen sus¬ 
picious guns off the streets 
last month alone, but that 
didn’t stop several loud 
bursts from ringing out in 
the city’s north end long 
after the Canada Day fire¬ 
works ended Wednesday 
night. 

Officers responded to the 
Tim Hortons on Lady Ham¬ 
mond Road at 11:45 p.m. af¬ 
ter someone fired five to 
seven shots at two people 
who had apparently been 
arguing in the coffee shop’s 
parking lot, police said. 

Witnesses told police that 
a man standing outside of

his silver-coloured SUV and 
a woman standing outside 
of her silver-coloured car 
were in the midst of a ver¬ 
bal dispute when the shoot¬ 
er ran toward them from 
the south side of the park¬ 
ing lot and fired his gun. 

They both hopped into 
their vehicles and took off, 
while the male suspect ran 
northbound across Lady 
Hammond Road and 
through neighbourhood 
yards, police said, adding a 
trained dog couldn’t track 
him. 

Police spokesman Const. 


Brian Palmeter said on 
Thursday officers confiscat¬ 
ed a rented SUV and “there 
does appear to be bullet 
holes in the vehicle.” 

He said investigators also 
recovered “some shell cas¬ 
ings,” adding no one has re¬ 
ported being hurt. Palmeter 
pointed out that “these 
types of incidents are nor¬ 
mally between people who 
are in some kind of ongoing 
feud.” 

He couldn’t say whether 
this most recent case is re¬ 
lated to a slew of recent 
shootings in north end Hali¬ 


fax, which police have put 
additional resources toward 
solving and stopping. 

“Six firearms have been 
seized,” Palmeter said of 
work by the special task 
force, explaining that does¬ 
n’t include normal gun 
seizures — only weapons of 
particular concern to police. 

“These incidents are as se¬ 
rious to us... as they are to 
the public, which is why 
we’re putting these efforts 
in.” 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landiy said Thursday 
“whenever you have vio¬ 
lence in the community 
that’s always a concern. 

“But I have confidence in 
the Halifax police and the 
RCMP,” he said.

The Pittsburgh Penguins 
star earned an invite to 
Hockey Canada’s summer 
orientation camp Thursday, 
one of 46 players who are 
vying to wear the Maple 
Leaf in Feb- 
raaiy. 

Crosby so¬ 
lidified his 
spot as a po¬ 
tential key 
player for 
Canada at 
the 

Olympics Sidney Crosby 
when he 

helped the Penguins win 
the Stanley Cup last month, 
leading the league in playoff 
goals with 15. 

He made a big impression 
on Canadian head coach 
Mike Babcock, whose 
Detroit Red Wings came out 
on the wrong side of a sev¬ 
en-game Stanley Cup Final. 

Babcock said the 21-year- 
old centre was “good defen¬ 
sively, worked hard and led 
by example for their team¬ 
mates.” 

“To me, that’s a huge part 
of it, right there,” Babcock 
said. “I thought in 
particular, Crosby’s battle 
with (Red Wings star 
Henrik) Zetterberg was very 
good ... There are a number 
of players (coming to the 
camp) who have gone 
through the playoff wars 
and really stepped up and 
led their teams.”

VIOLENCE A couple of 
offenders started to beat up 
one of their own Thursday 
at Dartmouth provincial 
court before being 
restrained, the Justice 
Department told Metro Hal¬ 
ifax. 

“At 11:55 a.m. deputy 
sheriffs attempted to load 
offenders from the holding 
cells into a van for 
transport,” spokeswoman 
Carla Grant said. “Two 
offenders turned on anoth¬ 
er offender and began 
assaulting him.” 

Grant said the deputy 
sheriffs “did attempt meth¬ 
ods of non-violent crisis in¬ 
tervention” before deploy¬ 
ing pepper spray, which 
they are all trained to use. 

“It’s our preference... to 
separate offenders in cells,” 
she said. “Given the some¬ 
times large number of 
offenders attending court 
on any particular day, we 
don’t always have (that)

NDP approves spending $ 1 . 13 B 

Funds from special warrant to tide government over until fall

The NDP on Thursday 
authorized the spending 
of $1.13 billion, enough to 
last the province through 
Oct. 31. 

The province had been 
in a state of financial lim¬ 
bo. The Progressive Con¬ 
servatives were defeated 
before their budget could 
pass and departments are 
only allowed to spend a 
certain amount without a 
new budget. 

Sooner or later the 
province would have run 
out of money to spend. To 
solve the problem the NDP 
cabinet issued a special 
warrant allowing over a 
billion dollars in new 
spending. 

That includes $250 mil¬ 
lion for new capital proj¬ 
ects, but specific projects 
have not been decided. 

“Today’s announcement 
is about capacity, giving 
the departments the au¬ 
thority that the money will 
be available if they need 
it,” said Finance Minister 
Graham Steele. “It doesn’t 
mean that any particular 
decision on any particular 
project has been made.” 

All departments sent in 


estimates of how much 
they would need to make 
it through to the fall when 
a new budget is expected. 


Extra room was given so 
the province could lever¬ 
age stimulus money from 
the federal government. 


“We're trying to 
avoid the situation 
where a project 
that we want to 
approve can’t be 
approved."

“We’re trying to avoid 
the situation where a proj¬ 
ect that we want to ap¬ 
prove can’t be approved 
simply because there’s not 
enough legal authority to 
spend that amount of 
money,” Steele said. 

It’s still not known how 
much of the Progressive 
Conservatives’ Building for 
Growth stimulus plan will 
be followed through by the 
NDP. The New Democrats 
say they’re working it out, 
but the Tories say they’re 
worried previously an¬ 
nounced projects will be 
dropped. 

“Until we know what it 
is they’re all in jeopardy,” 
said interim Tory leader 
Karen Casey. “Obviously 
somebody’s going to make 
a new plan. We don’t know 
what’s in that. So it may in¬ 
clude some of ours, it may 
not.”

Two arrested after man allegedly beaten at concert 


crime Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice say they arrested two 
men from British Colum¬ 
bia late Wednesday night 
after they allegedly beat 
another young man uncon¬ 
scious during the Canada 
Day concert in Dartmouth. 

Police said officers re¬ 
sponded to Alderney Land¬ 
ing just before 10:30 p.m. 
because a verbal argument 
between one of the sus¬ 


pects and the victim, who 
had both been urinating 
behind a building, had ap¬ 
parently “escalated into a 
physical confrontation.” 

The other suspect joined 
his friend and both al¬ 
legedly “punched and 
kicked the first male until 
he lost consciousness,” po¬ 
lice said. 

The 21-year-old and 22- 
year-old suspects are both 


charged with assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm, while the 
22-year-old victim sus¬ 
tained non-life-threatening 
injuries to his head and ab¬ 
domen. 

HRP spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said Thurs¬ 
day he doesn’t believe the 
two suspects knew the vic¬ 
tim before the alleged con¬ 
frontation took place.

Gas price options 
to stay under wraps

regulation When the price 
of gas was set at midnight 
last night it could have 
been higher or lower, but 
you’ll likely never know. 

Like the Tories, the NDP 
so far is not making public 
the three options available 
when setting gas prices. 

The issue first came up 
in the election when the 
Liberals revealed docu¬ 
ments showing the Tories 
had been picking from dif¬ 
ferent possible prices. But 
the options not chosen 
were blacked out by gov¬ 
ernment staff. 

Then premier Rodney 
MacDonald denied there 
were multiple choices and 
refused to release the doc¬ 
uments. Acting Service No¬ 
va Scotia minister Frank 
Corbett confirmed there 


are choices, but has so far 
said they will not release 
the documents showing 
what they are. 

Instead the NDP wants 
to wash its hands of the 
whole business and leave 
gas prices up to the Nova 
Scotia Utility and Review 
Board. 

“Right now it’s prema¬ 
ture; we haven’t really dis¬ 
cussed whether we’re go¬ 
ing to move forward with 
releasing the three op¬ 
tions. What we’re moving 
forward on is moving it 
over to the UARB,” Corbett 
told reporters yesterday. 

Corbett said because 
they are busy switching 
regulatory powers over to 
the UARB, the NDP cabinet 
would not look at releasing 
the options publicly. 

The multiple-price op¬ 
tions stem from variables 
in the formula, such as 
price smoothing.

Ail-female yacht team set to take on Marblehead

Race details 


On Sunday an all-female 
crew from the Royal Nova 
Scotian Yacht Squadron 
will be hopping aboard 
their sailboat — Semper 
Vivens — to compete in 
the bi-annual Marblehead 
to Halifax Ocean Race. 

The 360-mile race begins 
in Boston with the top fin¬ 
ishers expected to make it 
to Halifax by as early as 
late Monday. 

“People say, ‘aren’t you 
afraid? Isn’t that danger¬ 
ous — eight women on the 
ocean in the middle of the 
Atlantic — what if some¬ 
thing goes wrong?”’ 
crewmember Paula Min¬ 
nikin said Thursday from 
Halifax. “It’s a hell of a lot 
more dangerous to lay on 
your couch for your whole 
life ... this is the way life’s 
supposed to be.” 

Even though the first all¬ 
female crew competed in 
this race in 1979, all¬ 
women teams are still a bit

rare in ocean racing. 

Organizations like the 
Halifax-based Women on 
Water, established to en¬ 
courage and support fe¬ 
male sailing and programs, 
have encouraged women 
to become engaged in rac¬ 
ing. 

“They have done a good 
job getting more women 
more active, in more active 
roles on the boat,” said 
Minnikin, who has been 
involved with a women’s 
learn to sail program for 
the past 10 years. 

Minnikin said the atmos¬ 
phere aboard a sailboat 
with an all-female crew is 
quite different than one 
with a mixed crew. 

“Everybody makes sure 
everybody has a say,” she

said, “You’re more open to 
listening to the experi¬ 
ences of the group as op¬ 
posed to having one per¬ 
son leading the whole 
thing.”

Rambler expected to set record

race More than 100 yachts 
and 700 crewmembers 
will sail past the Gulf of 
Maine, the Bay of Fundy 
and the east coast of Nova 
Scotia in the Marblehead 
to Halifax Ocean Race 
starting Sunday at 1 p.m. 

Competitors will begin 
the race in Marblehead 
Harbour at the Boston 
Yacht Club and finish out¬ 
side of the Royal Nova 


Scotian Yacht Squadron in 
Halifax. 

The precise finish line is 
at York Redoubt in the 
Halifax Harbour. 

The race is 360 nautical 
miles with the sailors fac¬ 
ing the potential of heavy 
fog, tidal currents and 
wind shifts along the way, 
according to a news re¬ 
lease for the event. 

This is the 33rd edition 
of the bi-annual event. 

The event first hap¬ 
pened in 1905, but didn’t 
become a regular race un¬ 


til 1939. 

The Marblehead to Hali¬ 
fax race was the first 
ocean race in North Amer¬ 
ica and is considered one 
of the most popular ocean 
races for Canadian sailors. 

Boats are expected to 
start crossing the finish 
line at York Redoubt in 
the Halifax Harbour late 
Monday night. 

The record time for the 
race is 33% hours, which 
organizers say they expect 
will be broken by a 90-foot 
American yacht Rambler.

The Royal Nova Scotia In¬ 
ternational Tattoo is 
getting $460,000 from the 
federal government to 
market itself around the 
world. 

The money comes from 
the Marquee Tourism 
Event Program, which fun¬ 
nels money to high-profile 
tourist attractions like the 
Calgary Stampede and 
Toronto International Film 
Festival. 

The Tattoo funding will 
be put towards raising the 
event’s profile, particularly 
in international markets 
such as Europe. 

“Nova Scotians and 
Canadians are all proud of 
this special production, 
which has been a long¬ 
standing summer tradition 
and is really a mainstay of 
our province,” said Atlantic 
Canada Opportunities 
Agency Minister Peter 
MacKay at an announce¬ 
ment Thursday at the 
World Trade and Conven¬ 
tion Centre. 


The Tattoo had already 
received $500,000 in ACOA 
money form the govern¬ 
ment to install a new 
sound system. 

The Tattoo, which is cele¬ 
brating its 30th anniver¬ 
sary, is expected to be a big 
tourism draw to Halifax. 
Organizers claim tourists 


who saw the show in 2008 
brought in almost $53 mil¬ 
lion to the province. 

“With this help from the 
federal government, which 
is so important to us, we 
will now be able to en¬ 
hance out international 
marketing and as a result 
stimulate the economy of 


this province,” said Tattoo 
artistic director Ian Fraser. 

The Tattoo runs until Ju¬ 
ly 8 at the Halifax Metro 
Centre with the three-hour 
show including acts from 
Canada, the United States, 
Germany and Great 
Britain. Adult tickets range 
from $31 to $62.

Vancouver's Canada Day 
celebration felt more 
like the Fourth of July 
than a tribute to a 
nation that prides itself 
on peacekeeping, says a 
Vancouver woman. 

Tanya Fink, 31, said she 
was “shocked” to see an 
entire block outside the 
Convention Centre taken 
up by a Canadian Forces 
tent — where soldiers al¬ 
legedly showed children 
how to handle weapons. 

A military spokesperson 
said the soldiers were sim¬ 
ply keeping Canadians 
informed about their ac¬ 
tivities. 

To Fink, it was a 
“brazen state-sponsored 
recruitment campaign” 
and “glorification of vio¬ 
lence and war.” 


She said some visitors 
were lined up to try a 
firearm simulator while 
soldiers applied fake mili¬ 
tary-themed tattoos to 
children’s arms and faces. 

“Since when is touting 
our country’s military and 
supporting its occupa¬ 
tions of other nations the 
mainstay of Canada Day 
celebrations?” Fink asked. 

Fink said people had to 
exit under an archway 
made up of two giant con¬ 
verging guns. 

“It goes against the im¬ 
age that we’re trying to 
portray,” she said. 

“The last time I 
checked, our anthem 
sings, ‘Our home and na¬ 
tive land,’ not ‘Bombs 
bursting in air.’” 

Lt.-Cmdr. Nathalie Gar¬ 
cia said the display was 
part of the military’s ef¬ 
fort to keep the public ed¬ 
ucated about its role.

Also dampening the 
mood was data that 
showed euro zone unem¬ 
ployment hit its highest 
level in 10 years in May. 

The S&P/TSX composite 
index was down 129 
points, or 1.24 per cent, at 
10,245.91, with seven of its 
10 main groups lower. 

Earlier in the day, it fell 
by as much as 1.5 per cent. 

“At times like this when 
the outlook for stocks 
looks a little uncertain you 
see money gravitate to¬ 
ward gold stocks as a proxy 
for increased risk in the 
overall market,” said Elvis 
Picardo, of Global Securi¬ 
ties in Vancouver.

Elcos said the Conserva¬ 
tives had lost the short¬ 
term advantage they 


gained the previous week 
after the Liberals effective¬ 
ly backed down from a 
threat to bring down the 
government over the way 
it was tackling the eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

Recent Elcos polls have 
largely shown the Liberals 


slightly ahead, but not by 
enough to guarantee 
any kind of election victo¬ 
ry. A party needs around 
36 or 37 per cent of the 
vote to stand a chance of 
forming a minority 
government.

Prime minister will head to 
Italy next week for summit 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is expected to 
meet with Pope Benedict 
XVI during his travels to 
Italy next week for the 
summit meeting of the 
world’s top industrial lead¬ 
ers. 

Other leaders attending 
the G-8 summit are also 
expected to have an audi¬ 
ence with the Pope in Vati¬ 
can City, including Taro 
Aso, Japan’s first Catholic 
leader, according to an 
Italian news agency. 

Officials in the Prime 
Minster’s Office would not 
confirm the meeting, but 
the Toronto Star has 
learned a special audience 
is in the works, with the 
scheduling still to be 
worked out. 

The Pope, head of one of 
the world’s largest reli¬ 
gions, is an influential 
global leader. 

Harper is not Catholic, 
but an active member of 
the Christian and Mission¬ 
ary Alliance Church, an 
evangelical Protestant de¬ 
nomination. In Ottawa, he 
attends the East Gate Al¬ 
liance Church in the city’s 
east end. 

The prime minister 
rarely discusses his reli¬ 
gious beliefs. When asked, 
he describes himself pub¬ 
licly as a devout “Protes-

tant” and usually stresses 
that his views as an econo¬ 
mist, not his religious be¬ 
liefs, shape his views “on 
most things.”

faith.”

Most 
importantly it teaches us 
that freedom is not an 
end in itself but how 
freedom is exercised 
matters as much as free¬ 
dom itself. 

“Freedom must be used 
well and freedom can only 
be sustained if it is used 
well.”

It seems to have hit the 
surface of the water in the 
direction of flight and 
with a strong vertical 
acceleration,” said Alain 
Bouillard, who is leading 
the investigation on 
behalf of France’s BEA air 
accident board. The cause 
of the crash is still not

A spokesman for the 
U.S. Marshals Service said 
Ruth Madoff was present 
when agents took posses¬ 
sion of the four-bedroom 
apartment on 
Manhattan’s East Side un¬ 
der court orders and then 
she left. It was not known 
where she would live and 
her lawyer could not be 
reached for comment. 

Disgraced financier 
Bernard Madoff, 71, was 
sentenced on Monday to 
an effective life term for 
Wall Street’s biggest 
investment fraud of as 
much as $65 billion. He 
was arrested by the FBI 
last December and he 
pleaded guilty in March. 

U.S. Marshals Service 
spokesman Roland Ubaldo 
told reporters and photog¬ 
raphers outside the build¬ 
ing that marshals spent 
about three hours secur¬ 
ing the premises. 

The Madoffs agreed with 
U.S. prosecutors to forfeit 
any claims to their assets, 
property and accounts 
with proceeds going to the 
thousands of investors de¬ 
frauded in his worldwide 
scheme. 

Court documents said 
the apartment’s contents 
include a Steinway piano 
valued at $39,000, clocks, 
lamps, lighting fixtures 
and sconces worth about 
$1.7 million; paintings, 
prints and photographs of 
$1.6 million and other 
valuables. reuters

The Palestinians had re¬ 
fused to form a sponsorship 
committee because Israel’s 
Megilot municipality covers 
occupied West Bank land, 
including Jewish settle¬ 
ments near the Dead Sea 
which it considers illegal. 

This made it impossible to 
meet the rules of the New 
Seven Wonders of Nature 
Internet vote, which stipu¬ 
late that a nominee “located 
in more than one country” 
must be backed by all. For 
the Dead Sea, Israel, Jordan 
and Palestinian sponsorship 
committees were a pre-req¬ 
uisite for continuing in the 
contest.

Pension plans may not be enough for your retirement

-he storm warnings 

of Canada’s im¬ 
pending pension 
crisis are hard to 
miss. Some 3.5 mil¬ 
lion of us have no work¬ 
place pension plan whatso¬ 
ever. Those who do are en¬ 
rolled in plans that may 
not be able to meet long¬ 
term commitments. 

Not surprisingly, there 
are calls for new public 
pension plans, mandatoiy 
and voluntaiy. The idea is 
to supplement the incomes 
of retirees, whose ranks 
will swell as baby boomers 
flood into retirement. As 
things stand, the outlook is 
grim. According to HSBC 


Insurance, which annually 
surveys the global retire¬ 
ment scene, 83 per cent of 
Canadians have no real 
idea what their retirement 
income will be. 

Even the bedrock of our 
pension system, the Cana¬ 
da Pension Plan, is being 
fine-tuned to reflect grow¬ 
ing stresses. As part of their 
triennial review, the feder¬ 
al and provincial finance 
ministers who oversee the 
CPP decided to further re¬ 
duce the size of benefits 
taken between the ages of 
60 and 65. This change will 
be phased in over five 
years, starting in 2012. 
Conversely, those who wait 
until they’re between the 
ages of 65 and 70 to apply 
for the CPP will get more 
than before. These increas¬ 
es will be phased in over 
three years, starting in 
2011. The intent, clearly, is 
to encourage those who 
can manage it to delay tak¬ 
ing their CPP benefits as

long as possible. 

Also in 2012, the CPP will 
eliminate the work cessa¬ 
tion test, which states you 
either stop working for the 
two-month period when 
benefits start or keep other 
income below $908.75 per 
month, the current maxi¬ 
mum CPP benefit. The aim 
is to provide benefits soon¬ 
er without financial disrup¬ 
tion for those with lower 
incomes. 

Despite recent criticisms 
over its investment per¬ 
formance (the CPP fund’s 
assets dropped 14 per cent 
to $105.5 billion in the lat¬ 
est fiscal year) and the 
bonuses given to managers 
at the CPP Investment 


Board, the CPP is one of the 
pension world’s greatest 
successes. Since reforms 
stabilized the plan in the 
1990s, the CPP has grown 
hugely on the strength of 
an increasingly sophisticat¬ 
ed investment strategy. 
And given the current level 
of contributions, invest¬ 
ment income won’t be 
needed to pay benefits for 
11 years. 

There’s just one catch. 
The CPP is only designed to 
replace about 25 per cent 
of your pre-retirement 
earnings. That means 
you’ll need other income 

— in entitlements like OAS 
and GIS, company pension 
plans, and personal savings 

— to have a comfy old age.

Greens should be looking at fresh start

In humiliating news this 
week, the Green Party of 
Nova Scotia’s very exis¬ 
tence was threatened be¬ 
cause it couldn’t be both¬ 
ered to send in some 
forms. 

But maybe the best thing 
to happen to the Greens in 
this province would be to 
shut down and start fresh. 

The party was threat¬ 
ened with deregistration 
when it missed multiple 
deadlines to send in finan¬ 
cial information. If any 
other party did that it 
would be a massive stoiy. 


But no one much cared be¬ 
cause, really, in Nova Sco¬ 
tia no one much cares 
about the Green party. 

The Greens got 9,636 
votes this election. That’s 
225 more than in 2006. 
Most people have added 
more friends to Faceboolc 
over that time. 

They were all but invisi¬ 
ble during the election 
campaign. Their one big 
event was releasing an un¬ 
derwhelming “platform” 
that had no cost estimates.

Leader Ryan Watson not 
standing in the middle of 
Halifax’s Grand Parade 
with a bullhorn denounc¬ 
ing how the environment 
was being ignored? One 
thing’s for sure, that would 
have received coverage. 

Say what you will about 
federal Green party Leader 
(the two parties are not af¬ 
filiated) Elizabeth May and 
some of her decisions. Run¬ 
ning against cabinet minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay instead of 
a riding she had a hope of 
winning, for example, was 
a bad move. 

But May has greatly 
raised the party’s profile. 
When other party leaders 
tried to keep her out of the 
nationally televised lead¬ 
ers’ debate she shamed 
them into letting her in. 
That’s a precedent the 
Green party will be using 
for years. She has consis¬ 


tently been a fierce, yet 
well-spoken, voice for envi¬ 
ronmental issues. 

It’s not just that the local 
Greens are failing to get 
similar exposure. It’s that 
they seem like they aren’t 
even tiying. At a time 
when the mainstream par¬ 
ties have put the environ¬ 
ment on the backburner, 
we could use some vocal 
opposition. 

I mean, our new envi¬ 
ronment minister is also 
our fisheries minister. 

So if the party needs to 
collapse in order to be re¬ 
born like a greenish 
phoenix into an effective 
opposition party then so 
be it. Step one would be 
buying a calendar to mark 
deadlines.

Venus, Serena face off for Wimbledon title for second straight year

Sport’s most enduring 
sibling rivalry will be 
played out on U.S. 
Independence Day after 
Venus Williams exacted 
brutal revenge and 
Serena Williams 
displayed raw desire to 
inflict a double defeat on 
Russia at Wimbledon. 

The American sisters 
will be setting off fire¬ 
works on women’s final 
day for the second year 
running at the All England 
Club, but on Thursday Ser¬ 
ena came within a heart¬ 
beat of missing out on the 
Fourth of July celebra¬ 
tions. 

At 4-5, 30-40 down in 
the deciding set, Serena 
was staring defeat head 
on as Elena Dementieva 
stood one point away 
from reaching her first 
Wimbledon final. 

Instead, a split second’s 
hesitation by the Russian 
allowed Serena to hit a 
wobbly backhand volley 
off the tape and the Amer¬ 
ican snatched her get-out- 
of-jail free card to crawl 
over the finishing line 
with a 6-7, 7-5, 8-6 win 
over the fourth seed. 

Clocking in at two hours 
and 50 minutes, it was the 
longest women’s semifi¬ 
nal match at Wimbledon 
since records started be¬ 
ing kept in 1969. 

“It’s definitely one of 
my more dramatic victo¬ 


ries. I felt like I was down 
pretty much the whole 
match. To come out on top 
was, you know, a great 
feeling. I wanted to win 
really bad,” Serena told re¬ 
porters. 

While little sister Sere¬ 
na had to fight tooth-and- 
nail to survive a match 
that showed off every¬ 
thing that is good about 
women’s tennis, Venus 
proved that there is still a 


gulf between her and the 
rest of the women’s field 
at Wimbledon when she 
walloped clueless top seed 
Dinara Safina 6-1, 6-0. 

Safina’s ranking as 
world No. 1 looked like a 
statistical error as she suf¬ 
fered the ignominy of suf¬ 
fering the most lopsided 
semifinal defeat since Bil¬ 
lie Jean King beat Rosie 
Casals by the same score 
40 years ago. 


The Russian sprayed er¬ 
rors long and wide to fold 
in just 51 minutes. 

Grilled about whether 
she deserves the top rank¬ 
ing after her outing, Safi¬ 
na could only say: “It’s 
definitely disappointing, 
finishing the match less 
than one hour and win¬ 
ning only one game ... I 
have to swallow this de¬ 
feat, but it’s not the end of 
the world.” reuters

Every industry wants to be 
ethical these days, from 
fashion and food to cars 
and travel. And while trav¬ 
elling itself — from flying 
to staying in wasteful lux¬ 
ury hotels — can be un- 
ecological, there are ways 
of using your holiday for 
the good, whether you're 
compensating for your car¬ 
bon footprint or contribut¬ 
ing in a positive way to 
the place that you visit. 

Hotels and tour opera¬ 
tors all over the world are 
jumping on the responsi¬ 
ble travel bandwagon, and 
selling themselves as sus¬ 
tainable, ecological and 
ethical, even if their prod¬ 
uct falls short. 

So how do you know if a 
hotel or travel company 
has genuine ethical cre¬ 
dentials, or if they are just 
greenwashing? How can 
you make sure you’re a re¬ 
sponsible tourist? There 
are two key factors here — 
ideally, your holiday 
should be ecologically

sound, as well as con¬ 
tribute in a positive way to 
the local community. 

To be an eco-tourist, look 
for hotels and resorts that 
strive for minimal environ¬ 
mental impact and self-suf¬ 
ficiency. 

A true eco-hotel uses so¬ 
lar energy or wind tur¬ 
bines to generate power; 
uses biodegradable clean¬ 
ing products; and reduces 
waste by recycling and re¬ 
using as much as possible. 

If possible, the food served 
should be grown organi¬ 
cally, and locally, rather 


than flown in. 

Ethical tourists should 
be on the lookout for ways 
to contribute to the local 
community when they 
travel, especially in devel¬ 
oping countries. 

You can do that by stay¬ 
ing at a hotel that employs 
or is run by local staff on a 
fair wage; teaches you 
about the local community 
and its way of life; and 
feeds some of its profit in¬ 
to the local community, 
supporting rural schools, 
clinics or even conserva¬ 
tion projects in areas such 


as the Amazon rainforest. 

There are lot of ways 
that you can be a responsi¬ 
ble tourist too, by offset¬ 
ting your carbon emissions 
when you take a flight (or 
better still, by taking the 
train); by supporting local 
businesses rather than cor¬ 
porate chains when you go 
abroad; and buying prod¬ 
ucts made locally. 

The great news is that 
being ecological doesn’t 
have to involve camping, 
scratchy sheets or sharing 
bathwater — there are 
plenty of places where you 


can enjoy a luxurious holi¬ 
day without guilt. 

You won’t be able to stop 
climate change and bring 
world peace single-handed¬ 
ly, but every effort makes a 
difference. Here are our 
suggestions of some places 
where you can do just that. 

Masai Mind: Basecamp 
Masai Mara Kenya 

Built on land belonging 
to Masai tribes, this stun¬ 
ning lodge is designed to 
be sympathetic to its sur¬ 
roundings. The special 
bond established between 
the Masai community and 
the lodge’s founders 
means local tribesmen act 
as landlords, tour guides 
and drivers as well as 
workshop project leaders. 
The women sell traditional 
beaded jewelry and leather 
goods directly to guests, 
and local projects include 


planting trees in order for 
the camp to be self-suffi¬ 
cient in wood. 

The 15 thatched tents 
are heated via solar panels 
and showers open out to 
the sky. All dirty water is 
recycled into gardening 
water. Mornings generally 
begin with a spectacular 
game drive. Expect to spot 
gracious giraffes, clomping 
elephants and blaclc- 
baclced jackals. See base 
campexplorer.com. 

Chocolate Gold: Yachana 
Lodge, Ecuador 

“Yachana” is an indige¬ 
nous Kichua word mean¬ 
ing “a place for learning.” 
This charitable lodge be¬ 
lieves in education and em¬ 
powering the community 
in order to create sustain¬ 
able tourism.

Throughout your stay, em¬ 
ployees will help you im¬ 
merse yourself in the local 
culture and put you in 
touch with some of the 
wonders of nature — ever 
knew you could make poi¬ 
sonous arrows from dart 
frogs? 

The botanical gardens 
burst with butterflies and a 
local incentive allows 
guests to adopt acres of 
rainforest for conserva¬ 
tion. The food is mostly 
vegetarian and made with 
ingredients grown in the 
lodge’s permaculture gar¬ 
den. Healthy eating aside, 
make time to visit the local 
chocolate factoiy: Cocoa is 


bought off local farmers 
above market price and 
the Yachana Jungle choco¬ 
late is then sold in the 
lodge shop and abroad. 

You can visit the 
Yachana Foundation’s 
Technical High School, 
aimed at promoting and 
pushing the education of 
indigenous and mestizo 
students living in remote 
rural areas of the Amazon. 
Also on-site is the Mon- 
dana Medical Clinic to pro¬ 
vide greater access to 
health care to the 8,000 lo¬ 
cal residents. See 
yachana.com 

Power of the Sun: Lalla Mi¬ 
ra, Morocco 

North Africa’s first or¬ 


ganic riad (traditional Mor- 
rocan house) fights off the 
Atlantic Ocean’s humid air 
with its sun-panel-heated 
floors. Bedding is organic 
and hypoallergenic as it is 
locally made with a mite- 
free fibre called kapok. All 
food is grown on the riad’s 
own pesticide-free farm. 
The hammam steam room 
is the oldest in town and 
has been renovated to run 
on sun power. This charm¬ 
ing gem was built entirely 
from handmade clay 
bricks and is conveniently 
close to the banter and 
bustle of the souks as well 
as the surfing paradise of 
the Essaouira coast. There 
is a quaint little library 
back at the hotel as well as 
a split-level rooftop ter¬ 
race for sunbathing. See 
lallamira.ma. 

Pygmy Paradise: Sukau 
Lodge, Malaysia 

In the heart of the 
Malaysian rainforest you’ll 
find the plush and leafy 
paradise that is Sukau 
Lodge. There are 20 rooms 
in total, basic huts built on 
stilts in the riverbed. The 
hot water heaters are solar- 
powered, as are the en¬ 
gines used to power all the 
boat engines. What makes 
Salcau so lovable is the at¬ 
tention to detail. Cooking 


oil is recycled for lighting 
purposes. In search of total 
peace and quiet? The lodge 
is only accessible by boat, 
keeping interference to a 
minimum. See sukau.com. 

Trip to the top of a tree 
house: Perche dans le 
Perche, France 

Stargaze over a bottle of 
Bordeaux, and keep an eye 
out for the occasional badg¬ 
er from your tree house 
perched in the woods of La 
Renardiere, a natural es¬ 
tate just hours away from 


Paris. Your home is high in 
a 200-year-old chestnut 
tree and can sleep up to 
five people. All of the grey 
water from the tree house 
is purified as it is passed 
through a series of troughs 
containing reeds, plants 
and volcanic rock. Bath¬ 
room toiletries are bio- 
friendly as are all cleaning 
products used to keep the 
place pristine and pure. 
Breakfast is an organic 
feast delivered to your tree 
in a basket — all home¬ 
made and prepared by the 


owners, from the jams to 
the bread and butter. 

La Renardiere also works 
with local students on how 
to manage and optimize 
the site’s naturally rich 
biodiversity and ecosys¬ 
tems, and schoolchildren 
have developed a natural 
garden designed to evolve 
with the seasons. 

Local artists whose work 
has been inspired by the 
site are invited to exhibit 
their work.

Guerrilla guffaws 

Bruno's prankish conceit has precedents

It’s a proven fact that 
Sacha Baron Cohen takes 
few prisoners in his go-for- 
broke quest for laughs. 

The British born enfant 
terrible has made a 
cottage industry out of 
skewering stereotypes, 
adopting personas — like 
Ali G and Borat — and dis¬ 
rupting American ideals 
while milking major 
laughs in the process. 

His new film, the eagerly 
anticipated and much 
hyped Bruno, sees Cohen 
essaying his third most pop¬ 
ular character — the flam¬ 
boyantly gay fashionista — 
setting him loose upon the 
planet’s most pretentious 
catwalks and the back al¬ 
ley’s of conservative society 
to raise all manner of reality 
bending hell. 

It’s a prankish conceit 
that Cohen may have per¬ 


fected but by no means in¬ 
vented. A casual look at pop 
culture history reveals a 
cavalcade of media terror¬ 
ists who delighted in 
pulling the wool over the 
eyes of polite and not-so- 
polite society. 

CANDID CAMERA Though 
the practical joke’s origins 
probably dates back to the 
Stone Age, it was in the 
1940s that a comedian 
named Allen Funt created 
the ABC radio show Candid 
Microphone. 

Every week, Funt and his 
friends would hide a record¬ 
ing device in a covert loca¬ 
tion and trick pundits into 
falling for elaborate fiction¬ 
al gags. Later, when TV 
reared its head, Funt adapt¬ 
ed, creating the long run¬ 
ning and highly influential 
show into Candid Camera. 

FUNNY MEN In the 1970s 
controversial comedian 
Andy Kaufman took the

shticlc to another, more 
avant-garde level in night¬ 
clubs and TV with his 
bizarre “foreign man” and 
Tony Clifton characters. 

In recent history, Johnny 
Knoxville and his Jackass 
crew shocked the world 
with their bizarre and con¬ 
frontational stunts on MTV. 
Ashton Kutcher became a 
cult hero with his star tar¬ 
geting hit series Punlc’d, 
while Montreal’s Just for 
Laughs team produced the 
ever popular Gags show air¬ 
ing regularly on the CBC. 

Even fallen football hero 
O.J. Simpson tried his hand 
at the format with his pay- 
per-view show Juiced. The 
less said about that one, the 
better... 

STING OPERATIONS And, in 
many ways, filmmaker 
Michael Moore, with his 
high-minded agenda pic¬

tures, manages to set up his 
victims with elaborate 
“sting” operations just like 
Funt did, though his aim is 
to ignite a dose of outrage 
to accompany a darker 
strain of laughter.

created an art form out of 
the camera prank shticlc 
but how long can he keep it 
up? 

With the Ali G and Borat 
characters already exhaust¬ 
ed, after Bruno, will there 
be anyone alive ignorant 
enough of his legacy 
enough to fool?

review Woody Allen has fi¬ 
nally rediscovered his mo- 
jo and pulled off one of his 
best films in years. He’s 
back in New York after a 
couple of soggy Euro trash 
outings, as robust and in¬ 
ventive as he’s ever been. 

And Larry David, as the 
central character and a 
newer model of the mas¬ 
ter, is perfection; Allen ap¬ 
pears to hand him his 
mantle. Not only does 
David seamlessly sub for 
Allen but he’s hysterical in 
his own right. They’re Hol¬ 
lywood’s hottest new cou¬ 
ple, and as sharp as it gets 
these days. 

David is Boris Yellnilcoff, 
a younger, sexier malcon¬ 
tent, a scathingly hilarious 
but unforgiving moaner, 
who “sees eveiything” and 
so is able to break the cine¬ 
matic fourth wall to ad¬ 
dress the audience directly. 
He immediately shares his 
primary belief — that life 
is “whatever works.” 

His cafe friends wonder 
who he’s talking to as he 
delivers his big monologue, 


because they don’t see “us.” 
Don’t woriy, Boris tells 
them. “They’re here to see 
me.” And he’s right, David’s 
the draw. He’s the real deal, 
delivering Allen’s dense 
script with zing. 

Boris is a bitter string 
theorist, who was once 
nearly nominated for the 
Nobel Prize. He apparently 
married to “quell the pan¬ 
ic” but that too flopped. 
When he failed at suicide, 
he “moved downtown and 
gave up.” He’s a study in 
contrasts, the life of the 
party and a self-righteous 
hater of people (“inch- 
worms and cretins”). He 
craves isolation but he 


doesn’t find it. 

A Southern teenager 
named Melodie St. Ann Ce- 
lestine (Wood) shows up on 
Boris’ doorstep looking for 
food. He lets her in, against 
eveiything he stands for, 
but starts to feel twinges of 
life rising. He’s a ‘genius’ 
and she’s ‘stupid’, but they 
develop a bond. 

Allen has renewed his ca¬ 
chet in this, his 42nd film. 
He’s back with New York, 
his longest-lasting, truest 
love. The city may be filled 
with inchworms and 
cretins and the occasional 
genius but they are inch- 
worms and cretins and ge¬ 
niuses Allen understands. 
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Jolie highest-paid actress 

Angelina Jolie, occupies the top spot on Forbes' highest-paid actress list. Jennifer Aniston comes in second. Be¬

Suddenly the world's gone 
McQueen crazy. 

With both Brad Pitt and 
Daniel Craig rumoured to 
be “in talks” to play Steve 
McQueen in two recently 
announced biopics, and 
McQueen’s own screenplay 
being readied for the 
screen 27 years after his 
death, the King of Cool is 
back. 

Producers are looking to 
cast an untitled biopic 
based on the book Steve 
McQueen: Portrait of an 
American Rebel — which 
looks at his early years in 
reform school, his affair 
with Ali McGraw, and his 
fascination with fast cars 
and drugs. Also currently 
being adapted for the 
screen is a second biopic 
focusing on his 15-year 
marriage to Neilie Toffel. 

And Yucatan, an action 
adventure film based on 
McQueen’s own 1,700-page 
script and stoiyboards, is 
being rewritten for produc¬ 
tion. 

A-list stars even came 
out to New York’s Lincoln 
Center last month for a 
week of screenings of Mc¬ 
Queen’s films and lec¬ 
tures. Norman Jewison 
and Peter Yates were 
among co-stars, friends 
and directors who paid 
tribute to him. 

So why the interests in 
McQueen? 

McQueen, a.lc.a. the King 
of Cool/Bandito, was a hip¬ 
ster Hollywood icon who is 
still admired for his inde-

pendent strength and blue¬ 
eyed good looks. 

“I don’t believe in that 
phony hero stuff,” he said. 

McQueen could be trou¬ 
ble on-set. He famously 
drove co-workers to dis¬ 
traction. He was quiet, 
tough yet vulnerable and a 
fighter to the core. He bait¬ 
ed and threatened direc¬ 
tors and manipulated stu¬ 
dio executives with his 
chronic indecision. 

He often began work on 
a film but feared he was 
doing the wrong thing and 
stopped production. “I live 
for myself and I answer to

nobody,” he said. 

Even though McQueen 
was extremely wealthy, he 
delighted in what he called 
“hondling,” or the art of ac¬ 
quiring freebies. He 
charged the studio rental 
fees for wearing his own 
clothes and jeweliy in films. 

He “gave” a swimming 
pool to disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren in San Francisco and 
charged it back to the stu¬ 
dio. 

McQueen’s salary always 
included a percentage of 
the film, which was unusu¬ 
al at that time. He was one 
of the first actors to earn 


multimillions per picture 
— $3 million US at his 
peak — plus pages of perks 
and riders. It has even 
been reported he would 
dream up new ones during 
production. 

Mr. Cool avoided the gos¬ 
sip rags until 1973, when 
he left his wife and three 
children for Ali McGraw, 
who was also married. Mc¬ 
Queen and McGraw were 
the Pitt and Angelina Jolie 
of the day. 

Two generations of ac¬ 
tors, including Colin Far¬ 
rell, Kevin Costner, Bruce 
Willis and Pierce Brosnan, 
have cited him for inspir¬ 
ing them. 

And, if this renewed in¬ 
terested in McQueen con¬ 
tinues, another genera¬ 
tion is about to have a look 
at the man who defined 
the word “cool.” 


Dinosaurs, as you like them 


ovie di¬ 

nosaurs 
come in all 
forms. As 

screen char¬ 
acters — from Jurassic 
Park’s terrifying T. Rexes to 
the cute and cuddly baby 
dinos of this weekend’s Ice 
Age: The Dawn of the Di¬ 
nosaurs — they are as ver¬ 
satile as they are extinct. 

Just as varied are the 


methods used to bring the 
prehistoric behemoths to 
big-screen life. 

The first film dinosaur 
was a pen-and-ink creature 
seen in a fanciful 1908 
British film called Prehis¬ 
toric Man. In it a caveman 
sketch comes alive and 
threatens its creator. The 
artist survives by drawing a 
picture of a dinosaur, which 
also comes to life and eats 
the prehistoric man. 

Another of the original 
celluloid dinosaurs was 
Gertie the Dinosaur. Re¬ 
leased in 1914, the film 
featured 10,000 hand- 
drawn images to animate 
the tango-dancing Ap¬ 
atosaurus. 

The word dinosaur means 
“fearfully great lizard,” so it 


makes sense that lizards 
have frequently subbed for 
their vanished cousins on 
celluloid. 

A 1914 film called On 
Moonshine Mountain tried 
to pass off geckos as di¬ 
nosaurs while 1940’s One 
Million B.C. dressed up 
lizards with cardboard fins 
for a more “realistic” di¬ 
nosaur appearance. 

Other methods of craft¬ 
ing on-screen dinos in¬ 
clude the old “man in a 
rubber suit” trick (pio¬ 
neered by cheapo producer 
Roger Corman in Voyage to 
the Prehistoric Planet but 
perfected by Toho Studios 
in the Godzilla films) and 
the wondrous stop-motion 
animation of Willis 
O’Brien (The Lost World) 


and Ray Harryhausen (The 
Beast from 20,000 Fath¬ 
oms) but the biggest and 
baddest showbiz dinosaurs 
sprung from the mind of 
Steven Spielberg (and the 
computers of his anima¬ 
tors). 

Hundreds of films have 
featured dinosaurs and au¬ 
diences never seem to tire 
of them, but why? 

“Perhaps people’s fasci¬ 
nation with prehistoric life 
has something to do with 
bridging fantasy with reali¬ 
ty,” offers Harryhausen. 
“They are connected with 
the shadowy key to our 
mysterious origin.”

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Wilco learns to mellow out 



Band brings improved 
outlook to new album

During the making of 
Wilco’s seventh album, in 
stores this week, guitarist- 
frontman Jeff Tweedy had 
penned a breezy love song 
he felt was good enough 
to make into a duet. 

The person Tweedy had 
in mind to make that duet 
a reality? Canadian indie- 
roclc songstress Feist. 

“Jeff was looking for a 
suitable female voice to go 
along with the song You 
And I, and Feist was by far 
his first choice,” says John 
Stirratt, bassist and co¬ 
founder of the Chicago alt- 
roclc sextet. 

Wilco and Feist connect¬ 
ed after meeting at the 
Grammy Awards this past 
February and months later 
the group invited her to its 
Chicago studio to record 
her vocals. 

“We’re big fans of hers 
and it turns out she’s a fan 
of ours,” Stirratt says. “And 
in just hearing the voices 
together, we knew this was 
going to be cool.”

Wilco aren’t strangers to 
duets, either. The band, 
along with British singer- 
songwriter Billy Bragg, 
recorded two albums’ 
worth of unreleased 
Woody Guthrie material in 
1998 and 2000, respective¬ 
ly. And months ago, a 
YouTube video surfaced of 
an in-concert duet with 
Fleet Foxes, covering Bob 
Dylan’s I Shall Be Released. 

The accessible duet coin¬ 
cides with what’s become 
a series of marked changes 
for Wilco, most notably a 
more relaxed de¬ 
meanour within 
the band itself. 

For a spell, 

Wilco faced 
some years of 
turbulence. In 
2002, the 
group’s fourth 
album Yankee Ho¬ 
tel Foxtrot wound up re¬ 
jected by one Warner- 
owned record label and ac¬ 
cepted by another, which 
puzzled Tweedy and com¬ 
pany. 

Tensions also surfaced 
between Tweedy and then- 
guitarist Jay Bennett, who 


was fired from 
the group after 
recording Yan¬ 
kee Hotel Fox¬ 
trot. In May, Ben¬ 
nett sued Tweedy 
breach of contract that 
stemmed from his contri¬ 
butions to Wilco, but did¬ 
n’t see the lawsuit 
through as he died unex¬ 
pectedly towards month’s 
end. 

“We’re dealing with his 
loss, but it’s been tough on 


us all,” Stirratt says. 

The addition of guitar 
whiz Nels Cline and 
Tweedy overcoming his ad¬ 
diction to painkillers have 
also contributed to the 
band’s improved outlook. 

“Jeff’s always been the 


same kind of guy,” Stirratt 
says. “Although now he is 
so grounded by family 
whereas before the music 
was his ultimate escape.” 

Stirratt says the choice 
of album cover art for 
Wilco (The Album) — fea¬ 


turing the double-humped 
camel next to a kiddies’ 
table and six chairs — was 
meant to reflect the 
group’s outlook. 

“We originally had in 
mind a funny group photo, 
kind of like what The Who 
did with its Magic Bus cov¬ 
er,” Stirratt says. “But the 
camel photo was more 
thinking outside the box - 
at the same time we want¬ 
ed our humour to match 
the album title.”

Best known for her work 
with punk rockers The Dis¬ 
tillers in the earlier part of 
this decade, Dalle returns 
from a two-year hiatus 
with what is easily her 
most adventurous, ambi¬ 
tious effort to date. Spin¬ 
nerette features infectious 
melodies intertwined with 
subtle harmonies slashing 
across a bold mixture of 
subdued punk heart and 
straight-up pop/rock. The 
13-traclc affair is nothing 
less than stunning both 
musically and in terms of 
approach; a more palatable 
evolution beyond The Dis¬ 


tillers’ revered 2003 effort 
Coral Fang. 

“I’ve moved on but other 
people haven’t,” she con¬ 
tinues. “I have a very dif¬ 
ferent life. I’m going out 
on a limb. I find when I 
don’t censor myself, more 
original music comes out. 
When you give a f— about 
what other people think, it 
stifles you.” 

And to what does Dalle 
accredit this vast departure 
from her guttural roots in¬ 
to a more assertive person¬ 
al pleasure? The same 
thing that eventually 
changes most lives: parent¬ 
hood. 

“I gave birth to a child. I 
don’t care about anyone 
else anymore,” she shrugs 
nonchalantly. “For nine 
months I didn’t feel like 
playing music. I couldn’t 
identify with it; wanted 
nothing to do with it. I 
picked curtains instead of 
writing songs. When my 
daughter was born, it was 


the most incredible thing 
but it was all-consuming. I 
couldn’t recognize myself 
when I looked in the mir¬ 
ror so I started writing mu¬ 
sic again. I’m a different 
person now, so (creating 
the album) was an accident 
that turned into a project 
that turned into a band.” 


While it may seem like 
an eventuality to us aver¬ 
age Joes, for others, be¬ 
coming a parent has a 
greater impact when af¬ 
fecting an already-extraor- 
dinary life such as Dalle’s. 
The Melbourne, Australia 
native has released three 
album on powerful record 


labels, toured the world, 
married not one but two 
rock stars (Rancid’s Tim 
Armstrong and Queens Of 
The Stone Age’s Josh 
Homme, her current con¬ 
jugal cohort), staved off ad¬ 
dictions of various degrees, 
seen her formative outfit 
The Distillers come, go and

morph into current project 
Spinnerette. 

Not bad for someone 
barely hitting her 30th 
birthday. Still, as Brody 
promotes Spinnerette’s re¬ 
lease through Canada’s 
own Anthem Records, she 
admits to be most hum¬ 
bled by the power of 
maternology. Conceding 
that both maternity and 
music have reinvigorated 
her own inner-child, Dalle 
indirectly deems them her 
greatest muse. 

“It changes everything 
irreversibly and it’s a good 
thing, especially for me. I 
miss my family like crazy 
but this is my job. I don’t 
know how to do anything 
else and if I didn’t do it, I’d 
walk this earth like half a 
person.”

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Moby worth the wait 

Artist abandons market pressures in favour of making ‘private music'

When Moby started mak¬ 
ing music, he never antici¬ 
pated his career to last 
more than six months. 

“My dream was of having 
more than 10 people listen 
to the music that I made. 
More than 100 seemed ab¬ 
surd and presumptuous,” 
said the 43-year-old New 
York musician, born 
Richard Melville Hall. 

Twenty-four years later, 
he’s got nine solo albums 
under his belt — and that’s 
outside of earlier band 
stints. Moby’s music has 
bridged the techno, ambi¬ 
ent, electronica and rock 
genres and previous releas¬ 
es have largely shared his 
motivation of creating mu¬ 
sic for the ears of others. 

But on his new release, 
Wait For Me, Moby’s aban¬ 
doned market pressures, 
making what he considers, 
“private music.” 

“It’s music that only real¬ 
ly makes sense listened to 
at home by yourself or with 
one other person,” he said, 
likening it to creations by 
late English singer/song¬ 
writer Nick Drake and con¬ 


temporary Wisconsin folk 
soloist, Bon Iver. 

“When I found myself 
getting more involved in 
that world of commercial, 
mainstream music, half of 
me felt like an anthropolo¬ 
gist because it was just so 
foreign,” he said. “To be at 
an MTV awards show and 
be sitting between Justin 
Timberlalce and Ludacris ... I 
was like, I’m sure these peo¬ 


ple are nice. I have no idea 
what motivates them.” 

What motivates Moby? 
Creation, chiefly, he said. 
He’s careful not to criticize 
the world of commercial 
music, but when it boils 
down to art vs. commerce, 
he hails the prior as superi¬ 
or and indicates there’s a 
problem with compromis¬ 
ing one’s artistic principles 
for the sake of accommo¬ 


dating the marketplace. 

“Life is short, the mar¬ 
ketplace is cheap and art is 
one of those few things 
that actually gives mean¬ 
ing to peoples’ lives. I hate 
to see potentially great 
artists sacrificing their 
principles on the altar of 
commerce,” he said. 

That’s why, to launch his 
first truly independent re¬ 
lease, Moby committed

what he said a friend of his 
dubs “commercial suicide” 
— releasing the album’s 
fully instrumental first sin¬ 
gle Shot in the Back of the 
Head, unlikely to be played 
on radio, accompanied by 
a rather dour video illus¬ 
trated and animated by 
nonconforming filmmaker 
David Lynch, even less like¬ 
ly to be seen on television, 
and giving it away for free. 

“The old punk rocker in 
me really likes that,” he 
said, smirking. But even 
though Moby boasts punk 
rock’s anti-establishment 
attitude, such independ¬ 
ence still yields private tri¬ 
als, which he aimed to ad¬ 
dress with Wait For Me. 

“The most challenging 
thing is the human condi¬ 
tion — mortality. We might 
not have significance, but 
we can have the solidarity 
of the fact that we’re all ex¬ 
periencing the same thing.” 


ive great albums released this year 



’m not sure how this 
happened so soon — 
maybe it was the lousy 
spring across much of 
the country — but as 
of Tuesday, 2009 is half 
done.

Carradine died of asphyxiation: MD 


death The medical examin¬ 
er who oversaw a private 
autopsy on David Carra¬ 
dine said Wednesday that 
the Kung Fu star died from 
asphyxiation and the way 
the actor’s body was bound 
allowed him to rule out 
suicide. 

Carradine was found 
hanging in the closet of his 
Bangkok hotel suite on 
June 4 and his family hired 
New York-based forensic 
pathologist Dr. Michael 
Baden to conduct a follow¬ 
up death investigation to 
the one handled by Thai 
authorities. 

Baden had earlier said 
the actor’s death was not a 
suicide, but details of au¬ 
topsies have been scant 
and Wednesday Baden 
stressed that his full deter¬ 
mination of how Carradine 
died will not be ready until 
at least a week. 

“The cause of death was 
asphyxiation, an inability 
to breathe, now why that 
happened is still what 


we’re working on,” Baden 
told Reuters. 

Authorities in Thailand 
conducted the first autop¬ 
sy on Carradine shortly af¬ 
ter his death, and said on 
June 8 it would take a 
month to know how he 
died. A Thai police colonel 
told Reuters early in the 
probe the likely cause of 
death was asphyxiation. 

Baden, the host of cable 
channel HBO’s Autopsy se¬ 
ries, also said the ligatures, 
or ties that bind, which 
were on Carradine’s body 
at the time of his death 
helped him rule out sui¬ 
cide. 

“He didn’t die of natural 
causes, and he didn’t die of 
suicidal causes from the 
nature of the ligatures 
around the body, so that 
leaves some kind of acci¬ 
dental death,” he said. 

The media has suggested 
Carradine could have died 
from accidental autoerotic 
asphyxiation. In response 
to a question on that topic, 


Baden did not rule out that 
possibility, but he also did 
not say autoerotic asphyxi¬ 
ation was the cause. 

Contradicting media re¬ 
ports saying Carradine’s 
hands were tied behind his 
back, Baden told Reuters 
the actor’s hands were 
above his head. 

A representative for Car¬ 
radine’s brothers said the 
family had no comment on 
preliminary results of the 
second autopsy. 

Baden, who oversaw a 
second autopsy in the Unit¬ 
ed States after Carradine’s 
body was flown to Los An¬ 
geles from Bangkok, said 
he is awaiting more infor¬ 
mation from Thai police to 
rule out the possibility that 
Carradine was killed by 
someone. 

Baden said he wants to 
see data from the pass keys 
for the hotel where Carra¬ 
dine died, and security 
video to ensure no one was 
in the room with him at 
the time. reuters 


Shoes key to MJ’s dance 


Michael Jackson was not on¬ 
ly a great pop singer and 
dance artist — but he was 
also an inventor, patenting 
new technologies to 
support his signature 
moves. 

One trick Jackson liked 
to carry out during his 
concerts was to defy gravi¬ 
ty. During a number, he 
would lean so far forward 
that the audience was 
amazed at how he did not 
fall over. The secret be¬ 
hind the gravity-defying 
trick? A shoe he invented 
and patented. 

On Google Patents, it is 
possible to see Jackson’s 
invention in its entirety, 
with sketches of how the 
specially designed shoes 
work on stage. By attach¬ 
ing the shoe to the floor, 
Jackson could be sure he 
would remain standing 
even when he leaned for¬ 
ward to near-toppling de¬ 
grees.

will build the player’s 
sense of rhythm and co-or¬ 
dination.”

Neverland to rival Graceland? 


tourism Abandoned by 
Michael Jackson after a hu¬ 
miliating child molesta¬ 
tion trial in 2005, the late 
singer’s Neverland Ranch 
could now become one of 
the biggest draws in the 
world as a memorial to the 
King of Pop. 

Jackson’s family has said 
there are no plans for a fu¬ 
neral or burial of his body 
at the ranch in central Cali¬ 
fornia after his death last 
week. 

But the rural playground 
inspired by Jackson’s alter- 
ego, Peter Pan, would re¬ 
main an attraction in a re¬ 
gion already visited by 
tourists, and it could rival 


Elvis Presley’s Graceland as 
a future venue for his mil¬ 
lions of fans around the 
world. 

“Michael Jackson has 
worldwide appeal and 
probably a stronger fan 
base than even Elvis. Nev¬ 
erland is a lot larger than 
Graceland and Los Angeles 
is a major tourist destina¬ 
tion already,” said Roger 
Brooks, CEO of tourism 
company Destination De¬ 
velopment International. 
“Neverland embodied who 
Michael Jackson was — the 
good and the bad. I think it 
could draw about one mil¬ 
lion visitors a year,”

Jermaine wishes it was 
him instead

Jermaine Jackson said on 
Thursday that when he 
first saw his brother, pop 
star Michael Jackson, dead 
in a hospital room he 
kissed him on the 
forehead and wished that 
he had died instead. 

“I don’t know how people 
are going to take this, but I 
wish it was me,” Jermaine 
said on the Today morning 
talk show on NBC televi¬ 
sion. 

“I’ve always felt that I 
was his backbone; someone 
to — someone to be there 
for him,” said Jermaine, 
who with Michael and 
three other brothers 
formed the Motown band 
the Jackson 5 and who is 
four years older than 
Michael. 

Michael Jackson, who lat¬ 
er enjoyed massive success 
as a solo artist with hit al¬ 
bums like 1982’s Thriller, 
died a week ago after suffer¬ 
ing cardiac arrest at his 


rented Los Angeles man¬ 
sion. 

Speculation has swirled 
in the media that the 50- 
year-old pop star was abus¬ 
ing prescription drugs and 
perhaps intravenous drugs 
ahead of comeback con¬ 
certs this month in London. 

An official autopsy has 
been performed but toxicol¬ 
ogy tests won’t be ready for 
weeks. Results of a private 
autopsy by a Jackson family 
doctor have not been re¬ 
leased. 

Jermaine Jackson said re¬ 
ports of 
Michael Jack¬ 
son’s possi¬ 
ble drug use 
hurt his fami¬ 
ly. “For peo¬ 
ple to come 
forth and say 
things that 
they don’t 
have the 
facts to is very damaging to 
the family, to me, to us, be¬ 


cause we don’t know,” he 
said. 

“Michael has always been 
a person who 
was against 
anything like 
that. But I’m 
not saying it’s 
right, because 
it’s not right, 
but in this 
business the 
pressures and 
things that 
you go through, you never 
know what one tum(s) to,” 


Jermaine said. 

He noted that Michael 
Jackson underwent a physi¬ 
cal exam before starting re¬ 
hearsals and had been 
cleared by doctors. 

In a will that surfaced 
Wednesday, Michael Jack- 
son nominated his 79-year- 
old mother, Katherine 
Jackson, to care for his 
three children in the event 
of his death, and Jermaine 
said the family matriarch 
was capable of handling 
the responsibility, reuters

Stir-fried Beef 
with Vegetables 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) round roast, 
thinly sliced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) oyster sauce 

3 tsp (15 ml) low sodium 
soy sauce 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) sugar 
2 tbsp (25 ml) corn starch 
2 garlic cloves, chopped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) vegetable oil 
1 small onion, cut into 
wedges 

1 small carrot, peeled and 
sliced 

1 red pepper, deseeded 
and sliced 

3 V 2 oz (100 g) broccoli, cut 
into florets 

5 fresh baby corn cobs, 
halved lengthways 
1 bunch asparagus, 
trimmed and cut on diago¬ 
nal into 2-in. (5-cm) 
lengths 

1/2 cup (125 ml) water 

METHOD: 

1. Put beef in bowl with 
oyster and soy sauces, sug¬ 
ar, corn starch and garlic. 
Mix and allow to marinate 
15 minutes. 


2. Heat well-seasoned wok 
or large, non-stick hying 
pan over high heat. Add 1 
tbsp (15 ml) oil, then add 
meat and stir-fry 3 
minutes until cooked and 
browned. Remove and 
keep warm. 

3. Clean wok out by 
wiping with paper towel. 
Heat over medium heat 
and add remaining oil. 

Add onion, carrot, pepper 
and broccoli and cook 1 
minute, tossing frequent¬ 
ly. Add corn, asparagus 
and water; return meat to 
wok and cook 1 minute, or 
until sauce has thickened. 
Vegetables should be 
slightly softened but still 
retain their crispness. 
Serve immediately.
